~ HITLER CALLS COUGHLIN A ‘HERO’ 
A GRAVE QUESTION FOR CATHOLICS 


There is a burning question now be- 
fore the American Catholics which grave- 
ly affects their dearest interests. 

That question is— 

Why does the fascist Hitler, perse- 
cutor and brutal enemy of Catholics and 
Catholicism, publicly praise Father Cough- 
lin of Detroit for the latter’s anti-Semitic 
incitements in the United States? 

“The German [Meaning Nazi.—Ed.] 
hero in America for the moment is Rev- 
erend Charles E. Coughlin because of 
his radio speech representing Nazism as 
a defensive front against Communism,” 
reports the New York Times of Nov. 7, 
commenting on the Nazi anti-Semitic 
pogroms. 

Why does the same Hitler who incites 
his Nazi gangsters to attacks on the per- 
sons of Cardinal Faulhaber in Germany 
and Cardinal Innitzer in Vienna greet 
Father Coughlin as a hero“? 

Perhaps, thé answer is not as difficult 
as it seems. After all, on Monday morn- 
ing, Nov. 21, Coughlin publicly admitted 
to the press that the sources of his anti- 
Semitic ravings are Nazi sources and Nazi 
literature. 

. * 

But, the matter is graver than that. 

In playing the part of a Hitler “hero” 
in democratic United States, Coughlin is 
betraying the cherished beliefs, religious 
liberties, and political safety of the Cath- 
olics themselves. 

From the Vatican City, according to 
the Catholic News of Nov. 26, comes the 
terrible confirmation that the 

“attack on the residence of Cardinal 
Faulhaber was an organized affair 
the police did not intervene until it was 
too late, and not à single rioter was ar- 
rested.” 

In the debased Nazi press, Hitler jeers 
at Cardinal Mundelein as “an agitator” 
because this Prince of the Church dared 
to speak out at Nazi atrocities. By cable, 
the News Service of the National Catho- 
lic Welfare Council, informs its American 
readers that the violent attacks on Catho- 
lic prelates’ is accompanied by Fascist in- 
citements against 

. . the black as well as the red pro- 
tectors of the Jews.” 

In short, the Nazi ferocity against the 
Jews is only the prelude to, and the ac- 
companiment of, Nazi ferocity aimed at 
the religious liberties and safety of the 
Catholic people.
